RISE OF 
CROCS 

How a company built on 
colorful clogs got its groove back

NIWOT, Colo. Crocs, the distinctive colorful clogs loved and 
hated in equal measure, first hit stores in 2004 and were an im- 
mediate hit. By 2007, the Colorado-based company was selling 
50 million pairs a year, reaching $850 million in sales. Then it 
all went south. 

The economic collapse in 2008, combined with a saturated 
market, created what Crocs CEO John McCarvel described as 
a “perfect confluence of events.” 

“Too many people have the same product, selling it to the 
same consumers, and just our inability to evolve as a brand 
caused a turn of fortunes in the business,” he said. 

The company was hit hard. In one year, it went from a 
$200 million profit to a $200 million loss in 2008. There 
were too many Crocs in too many stores, and some people 
had grown weary of the comfortable, but not exactly fashion- 
forward, design. 

By early 2009, the company was almost out of cash and 
struggling to make payroll. It needed to find a way to attract 
new customers. 

“We had to innovate our way out of the situation we had put 
ourselves in,” McCarvel said. 

In other words, the company would have to expand beyond 
its classic clogs if it was going to survive. 

“I think you do get to the point where maybe everybody has 
a red and a blue and a black pair and they are looking for some- 
thing else, and that was part of the strategy” said Christy Saito, 
the company’s vice president of product design. “We need to 
offer different looks for people because they can’t wear the 
same thing every single day” 

While Crocs clogs were undeniably popular, they also were 


scorned by fashionistas and people tired of seeing the colorful 
plastic shoes nearly everywhere. One hater started an I Hate 
Crocs blog, and another launched a Facebook page called “I 
Don’t Care How Comfortable Crocs Are, You Look Like a 
{Bleep}” which has more than 1.6 million “likes.” 

“A lot of the haters didn’t like the way other people looked 
in them, but they did maybe resent a little bit the comfort 
those people had and that they had the courage to go ahead 
and go out in public and wear them,” explained Dale Bathum, 
Crocs’ senior vice president of product. 


So the company set out to create a new line of shoes — flats, 
wedges, sneakers, boat shoes, even winter boots — that would 
be as comfortable as the clogs, but would appeal to more style- 
conscious consumers. 

Crocs still sells plenty of its old-school clogs, but the new 
designs now account for 54 percent of the company’s sales. 

“Our main focus today is getting new customers to under- 
stand that we’re no longer just a clog,” McCarvel said. “I think 
this is our biggest challenge as a brand today ... getting people 
to take a look at us in a different way”

Cautionary tale: 
CT A slow zones 


The Red Line* the 
backbone of the “L/* 
has become more 
Like a ball of nerves. 
Last week, the CTA 
touted a 3 percent 
increase in ridersbip 
from 2010 to 2011 , 
but the southern 
portion of the Red 
Line saw a dip— per- 
haps because of slow 
zones* 

The case of Red 
Line slow zones may 
provide dues to how Red Line and Loop 
riders hip could be affected in the next few 
months when two construction projects 
likely will bring similar slowdowns. The CTA 
will work on renewing track in the Loop this 
spring, and the agency will improve stations 
on the northern sections of the Red Line this 
summer. 

The Loop project, slated to begin in mid- 
April, involves replacing nearly 11,500 feet of 
track. The CTA said construction work will 
be limited primarily to weekends. Reroutes 
are anticipated in the Loop on Friday nights 
while full closure of portions of Loop track is 
expected for the rest of the weekend. 

Separately the northern Red Line project, 
which is anticipated to begin this summer, 
involves modernizing seven stations by 
water proofing and improving lighting. Plans 
include temporary station closures expected 
to last no more than six weeks. 

Meanwhile, the southern portion of the 
Red Line remains under a slow zone as the 
CTA performs track renewal. This area has 
seen train speeds between 15 and 35 mph for 
months. 

This time last year, more than 38 percent 
of the southern portion of the line, from 


Cermak- Chinatown to 95th Street, was 
under a slow zone* Correspondingly this sec- 
tion of the Red Line saw r a 1 percent decrease 
in weekday ridership compared with the 
previous year. 

Only the Sox~35th and Cermak- Chinatown 
stations along that portion of line posted 
weekday gains. The Cermak- Chinatown stop 
was under construction for most of 2010 
after a truck crashed into the station two 
years earlier. 

Riders have been known to modify their 
commute if construction or cuts lengthen it. 
When the CTA reduced bus service by 
18 percent in 2010, about 3 percent of bus 
riders became rail riders, according to CTA 
ridership reports. 

When the CTA worked on Orange Line 
signal problems, which created slow zones 
for about eight months in 2010, a small 
percentage of riders ditched the line. Orange 
Line ridership rebounded last year, posting a 
4 percent increase over 2010* 

Since the Loop and Red Line project will 
(presumably) take place in nice weather, 
some riders may choose to walk or ride their 
bikes instead of dealing with the hassle of 
shuttered stations or slow zones* 

But some most likely will turn to the bus 
system. Buses that mirror the northern 
Red Line — the Michigan Avenue Express 
buses, the No. 36 -Broadway and the No, 22 
Clark— will likely see increased ridership this 
summer. 

Then maybe by next year, buses will be the 
new heart of the system,

Illinois primary voters head to the polls 
Tuesday to choose nominees for the fall in 
races from the White House to county court- 
houses. The primary comes after a final week 
of campaigning that has seen the Republican 
presidential battle overshadow lower-level 
candidates seeking attention. 

For a state that is home to President Obama 
and run by Democrats, the grueling, months- 
long GOP battle for the nomination provides 
the state’s out-of-power Republicans with a 
real say on national politics for the first time 
in decades. Democratic voters, meanwhile, 
will decide several heated congressional con- 
tests in newly drawn districts. 

At stake for Mitt Romney are not only 54 


elected national convention delegates, but 
the chance to gain much-needed momentum 
with a big-state victory For a vastly outspent 
and out-organized Rick Santorum, a win in 
Illinois would upend Romney’s slow drive to 
the nomination and fuel questions about the 
former Massachusetts governor’s electability 
and ability to unify core GOP conservatives. 

Both candidates provided some final-day 
fireworks Monday that reflected Romney’s 
attempt to woo fiscal conservatives and San- 
torum’s appeal to social conservatives. 

During stops in northwestern Illinois, San- 
torum declared he “didn’t care about the un- 
employment rate” and argued that “the issue 
in the race is not the economy” The former 
Pennsylvania senator sought to stake out a 
broader theme that his candidacy is about 
picking a Republican defender of small gov- 
ernment and individual economic and social 
freedoms. 

But Romney, who has focused on the na-

tion’s economy and fiscal conservatism, used 
his final public stop of the day to criticize San- 
torum. 

“I do care about the unemployment rate. It 
does bother me. I want to get people back to 
work,” Romney said to cheers from a town- 
hall audience at Bradley University in Peoria. 

In Rockford, Santorum sought to appeal to 
blue-collar Republicans by engaging in a form 
of class warfare by mocking Romney’s finan- 
cial background. 

“I heard Gov Romney here call me an eco- 
nomic lightweight because I wasn’t a Wall 
Street financier like he was,” Santorum said. 
“Do you really believe this country wants to 


elect a Wall Street financier as president of 
the United States? Do you think that’s the 
kind of experience we need, someone who’s 
going to take and look after, as he did, his 
friends on Wall Street, and bail them out at 
the expense of Main Street America?” 

The lengthy day of campaigning definitely 
had a presidential atmosphere. Romney deliv- 
ered an economic speech at the University of 
Chicago, where Obama previously taught law 
students. Santorum ventured to Dixon, the 
boyhood home of Ronald Reagan, and noted 
Reagan ran an “insurgent” campaign in 1976 
against a candidate backed by the GOP estab- 
lishment, President Gerald R. Ford. 

Still, Santorum was forced to explain his re- 
marks about the unemployment rate and the 
economy “My campaign doesn’t hinge on un- 
employment rates and growth rates. There’s 
something more foundational,” he said. San- 
torum added that his candidacy transcends 
economic issues to include fundamental free-

doms while Romney is focused on campaigning as a 
government economic manager— something he said 
was anathema to true conservatives. 

Amid a flurry of TV ads, automated telephone 
calls and mailers, other candidates on Tuesday’s ballot 
struggled for attention. 

After the presidential contest, the biggest races are 
for Congress. But voters in many towns will be greet- 
ed by unfamiliar names on the ballot after Democrats 
used their power to vastly shift congressional bound- 
aries in an effort to wrest back a majority in a state 
delegation that went Republican in the 2010 mid- 
term elections. 

Though Democrats sought to force incumbent Re- 
publicans to face off against each other, Democrats 
have the most primary contests Tuesday 

In the new South Side and south suburban 2nd 
District, Rep. Jesse Jackson Jr. faces a challenge from 
former one-term Rep. Debbie Halvorson of Crete. 
The new northwest suburban 8th District features a 
battle between Tammy Duckworth and Raja Krish- 
namoorthi, each of Hoffman Estates, in a contest 
to challenge Tea Party-backed freshman Republican 
Rep. Joe Walsh. 

The new north suburban 10th District features 
a four-man Democratic contest growing especially 
bitter between Ilya Sheyman of Waukegan and Brad 
Schneider of Deerfield. The winner faces freshman 
Republican Rep. Robert Dold of Kenilworth. In the 
exurban 16th District, the state’s lone contest be- 


WHAT’S THE BIG DEAL? 

Although it once was questionable whether 
the March 20 Illinois election would matter, the 
muddled results from 10 states on Super Tuesday 
have made the Land of Lincoln relevant in the 
GOP presidential primary. 

Illinois last played a major role in Republican 
presidential politics in 1988, when then-Kansas 
Sen. Bob Dole’s campaign effectively collapsed 
after he was thumped by then-Vice President 
George H.W. Bush. That fall, the state went on to 
back Bush against Democrat Michael Dukakis, 
the last time Illinois went Republican in a presi- 
dential election. 

Illinois also is being looked upon as holding 
a special cachet-not just for its trove of con- 
vention nominating delegates, but also for the 
symbolism of being the home state of President 
Obama, tribune 


tween incumbent Republicans has been a hotly con- 
tested battle between veteran Rep. Donald Manzullo 
of Leaf River and first- term Rep. Adam Kinzinger of 
Manteno. 

Also on the ballot are dozens of judicial and coun- 
ty races as well as contests for the state Legislature, 
which also has newly drawn post-census boundaries. 
All 118 House seats and all 59 Senate seats are up for 
an election— an occurrence that happens only once 
every decade.

Viewers

TSA video

A video viewed more than 94,000 times 
since it was posted to YouTube on Sunday 
apparently is supposed to show that the 
TSA is harassing the traveling public, in 
this case a young boy on his way to Disney 
World with his family 

The 3-minute, 14-second elip with the 
crawl line “TSA nabs suspected A 1 Queda 
terrorist” shows a TSA scree ner chatting 
up, patting down and swabbing a toddler 
in a leg cast and wheelchair. 

During the incident, the unidentified 
boy's father can be heard off camera reas- 
suring the child and cooperating with the 
TSA screened 

It purportedly happened at O'Hare, ac- 
cording to text accompanying the video. 
Not true, according to a TSA official. It 
actually was at Midway. 

The incident took place in spring 2010, 
well before the TSA in September 2011 
eased its rules regarding screening proce- 
dures of children 12 and younger, the TSA 
said. 

The rule change allows young children 
to keep their shoes on during screening 
and reduces, though does not necessar- 
ily eliminate, pat-downs that otherwise 
would be conducted to resolve alarms by 
metal detectors and other devices. 

Asked whether the child still would 
have had his cast and wheelchair patted 
down or whether he would have been 
swabbed for bomb residue if the screen- 
ing were done after the rule change, TSA 
officials could not immediately say 
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Chicago Tribune 

After approving a parade permit for protest against the G-8 and 
NATO summits in Chicago, the city has denied an identical applica- 
tion by the same group seeking to hold its march one day later in the 
wake of the White House's decision to move the G-8 conference. 

The demonstrators asked to move their march from Saturday May 
19, after the G-8 meeting scheduled to start that day was moved by 
President Obama to Camp David. The protesters filed a permit that 
was identical to the one the city approved for Saturday except the date 
was changed to Sunday May 20, when the NATO meeting is set to 
start. 

But this time the city rejected the request, citing a lack of police 
officers as well as other security and logistics complications from the 
very summit the demonstrators are seeking to protest. 

“The commissioner finds that there are not available at the time of 
the parade a sufficient number of on-duty police officers, or other city 
employees authorized to regulate traffic, to police and protect lawful 
participants in the parade and nonparticipants,’' wrote Mike Simon, 
assistant commissioner of the Chicago Department of Transporta- 
tion. 

The previously approved march was to begin at Daley Plaza and 
wind south to McCormick Place, where world leaders are scheduled to

hold two days of meetings. The new application for May 20 proposed 
following the same route. 

In a March 15 denial letter, the city offered an alternative route cho- 
sen by city officials, which would keep the march out of the Loop by 
moving the starting location to the Petrillo Music Shell in Grant Park 
along the east side of Columbus Drive.

“We are still negotiating with Mr. Thayer and are hopeful that we 
can reach a solution that is satisfactory to all parties,” Drew said.

Recovery is simple haironomics 


Forget manufacturing employment figures 
and consumer confidence surveys. The state 
of American hair could signal how well the 
economic recovery is progressing. 

Visits to beauty salons tend to slip dur- 
ing downturns, as customers stretch out the 
periods between appointments. But once 
the economic outlook improves, industry 
experts such as Paul Mitchell hair care com- 
pany founder John Paul Dejoria say, custom- 
ers start flooding back into salons for more 
touch-ups. 

Beauty salon sales grew at a nearly 5.4 per- 
cent rate last year and in 2010, compared with 
a 2.3 percent increase in 2009, according to 
financial information company Sageworks. 


Hairdressers’ profit margins averaged 7.8 per- 
cent in the past two years— higher than during 
the recession. 

By 2020, the Bureau of Labor Statistics ex- 
pects, customers will need 15.7 percent more 
hairdressers, hairstylists and cosmetologists — 
nearly 98,400 positions that will need to be 
filled. 

A Professional Beauty Association index 
tracking the industry’s health and outlook 
reached record highs last year, with 57 per- 
cent of salon owners saying they saw a same- 
store sales increase between the first quarters 
of 2010 and 2011. In another historical high, 
34 percent said they added employees over the 
same period. 


WHAT’S THE PAY? 

Hairdressers in 2010 made an average annu- 
al salary of $22,760, including tips, with the 
highest-paid workers in the industry setting 
up shop in New Mexico, Texas and Colorado, 
according to the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 


From 2009 to 2010, the overall hair-care 
market grew 2.3 percent, according to the 
report, with shipments of hair-care products 
reaching $1.9 billion. In the same stretch of 
time, hair color shipments increased 6.3 per- 
cent while smoothing and straightening treat- 
ments jumped 3 percent.

Sixteen 
games each day More Cinderellas, more cel- 
ebrations, more reasons to leave work early 

Go ahead and make the leap, NCAA 
powers-that-be, I won’t be mad at ya.

Rose breaks silence 


‘Frustrated’ Bulls 
star talks for first
